Claim 1 (Currently Amended): A vaginal mold detachable in a reconstructed 
vagina, comprising: 

a porous main body having a hollow columnar structure and a first jointing 
structure, wherein the porous main bod y supporting supports said reconstructed vagina and being 
independently removable from said reconstructed vagina; and; 

a porous minor part being a front end of said vaginal mold and having a second 
jointing structure connected to said first jointing structure, wherein the porous minor part 
supporting supports said reconstructed vagina,-bemg and is detachable from said porous main 
body inside of said reconstructed vagina, and being both of the porous main body and the porous 
minor part are independently removable from said reconstructed vagin a; and 

a support holding said porous minor part when said porous main body is detached 
from said porous minor part and removed from said reconstructed vagina . 

Claim 2 (Cancelled). 

Claim 3 (Previously Presented): The vaginal mold as claimed in claim 1, wherein 
said porous minor part covers one end of said porous main body. 

Claim 4 (Cancelled). 

Claim 5 (Previously Presented): The vaginal mold as claimed in claim 1, wherein 
said porous minor part has an arc surface.
